WASHINGTON - - The government 
already has written ulTS270 million that 
it was supposed to charge polluters lor 
cleanup of the nation's worst toxic waste 
sites and faces ahsorhing Iniiulreds of 
millions more, an As.socialcd Press re- 
view has found. 

The Gnvironmenlal Proteeiion Agency 
says in many eases the polluters have dis- 
appeared or are unable to pay. In others, 
it says it simply lacks the manpower or 
evidence to tile lawsuits. 

The situation appears to be worsening 
for the Siiperfund program, whicli 
Congress created 13 years ago with die 
‘intention that ptilluiers — not taxpayers 
— pay for cleanup of hazardous sites. 

“Tlic number of cases that are eligihle 
for cost recovery greatly exceeds the ca- 
pacity of available re.sources." Richan) 
Guimond. acting a.ssistani adininistraior 
for Jtiiperfuml, wrote in a M;irch 2(> 
memo.

The- government is removing 
radon-conuminated soil from more 
than 700 properties, with the sus- 
pected polluter a defunct nearby in- 
dustrial plant that made luminous 
watch dials until 1926. 

EPA Administrator Carol Brown- 
er recently directed a task force to 
figure out ways:to handle cost rc- 
covciy more cfnciemly as (lie agen- 
cy seeks to rc.solve the worsening 
crunch. 

VWe arc trying to make sure we 
set priorities to make sure the urgent 
cases arc'iiandlcd first.” said Mike 
Vandenbergh, a senior policy advis- 
er for Browner. 

.But critics aren't convinced the 
agency has done all it can to recover 
the tax dollars spent op Superfund. 

*i can't imagine (he government 
not trying to collect every penny 
from corporate polluters.'' said 
Charles Lewis, executive director of 
(he government watchdog Center for 
Public Integrity. He called the EPA 
wriieofTs “unacceptable." 

'The EPA's inspector general be- 
lieves Superfund officials were not 
aggressive enough. "Cost fecovcric.s 
! were not always vigorously pursued 


or maximized." John Martin wrote 
'in a March 31 report. 

While EPA officials' say they are 
filing suii.s in most cases, there's evi- 
dence that soon may not be the case. 

According to EPA records, there 
are 304 pending Superfund ca.sos 
over S200.000 in which the statute 
of limitations expires in the next two 
years. The recoverable co.sts from 
these eases is $670 million. 

But the agency estimates it ha.s re- 
sources to handle ju.si over half the 
cases, according to Linda Boefr- 
nazian, deputy division director for' 
Superfund enforcement. 

Among the sites where there has 
been no recovery is one in 
Columbia.'S.C.. where ground water 
was contaminated by chemicals used 
at a former wood treatment facility 
lhai went out of business. EPA offi- 
cials estimate the cleanup cosl.s at SS 
million. 

When Superfund was created 13 
years pgo. Congress assigned EPA 
to ide'riiify abandoned hazardous 
sites and force polluters to clean 
them up. To ensure prompt action, it 
created a fund from corporate and 
petroleum taxes to let EPA conduct 
the cleanups immediately in many 


cases and then pur.suc reimburse- 
ment later from llic responsible pol- ' 
luters. 

But over time, EPA shified em- 
phasis from recovering costs to do- 
ing more cleanups after congression- 
al criticism that it was not address- 
ing .sites quickly enough. 

"There was always a tradeoff be- 
tween the amount of personnel you 
were willing, to eommit to, this 
cleanup program and the ability to 
reclaim costs." said William Reilly, 
who was EPA administrator under 
George Bush. 

-Reilly said the agcncy-vjgorously 
pursued its strongest cases, and- that 
many of the cases yet to be cccov- 
cred are ’‘weaker" or "more compli- 
cated." 

But Rep. John Conyers,' D-Michr, 
chairman of the Hou-sc Government 
Operations Committee, is concerned 
the EPA's effort has allowed pol- 
luters to bilk taxpayers who were 
supposed to inherit little cost from 
the Superfund program. 

“When taxpayers arc demanding 
that government do a belter job of 
ending waste, polluujrs are taking 
advantage of this bad job of man- 
agement," he said.

BAKU, Azerbaijan (AP) — Rebel 
leader Surat Huscynov’s fighters 
closed in on the Azerbaijani capital 
on Sunday, and sent a delegation 
into Baku to negotiate with the gov- 
ernment. 

In another sign of Huseynov's in- 
creasmg influence, the rebel leader 
assisted government troops fighting 
Armenian separatists near the disput- 
ed territory of Nagorno-Karabakh. 

A’ government leader accused 
Huscynov of "attempting a coup." 
But a spokesman for Hu.scynov said 
he would only assume power peace- 
fully. 

Since launching his rebellion two 
weeks ago, Huscynov has seized 
about hi-ilf the country and driven 
President Abulfa^ Elcibey from the 
capital, fearing for his life. 
\Hu.seynov was demoted by El- 
cibey earlier this year in a dispute 
over the five-year war over Nagorno- 
Karabakh. whose ethnic Armenian 
population has been fighting with 
Armenian help for independence. 

The 34-ycar-old former colonel 
has demanded the resignations of El- 
cibey and the entire government. El- 
cibey -fled the capital Friday but has 
not officially resigned. 

riie Interfax news agency reported 
that Huscynov’s forces began mov- 
ing toward 'Baku on Sunday, and 
were sighted about 12 miles from the 
capital. located on the shores of the 
Caspian Sea. 

Parliament chief and former Com- 


munist Pany boss Geidar Aliev, who 
was left in charge of the government 
Friday with Elcibey’s departure, said 
Sunday that Huscynov had demand- 
ed a lop post such us prime minister. 

"Surat is attempting a coup and 1 
will try to stop this." Aliev told re- 
porters. "1. will not let the constitu- 
tion and democracy be violated and 1 
will do all 1 can to back a reconcilia- 
tion between Huscynov and El- 
cibey." 

A rebel spokesman in Huseynov's 
base of Gyandzha, Shadman 
Huscynov, denied the charges, “/'ll 
he wants is to clear Azerbaijan of 
Armenians." 

The spokesman added, however, 
that after the crisis. "If the people 
want him. then they could vole for 
him in a referendum." 

But Aliev, who Iuls been negotiat- 
ing will! Huscynov, said regardless 
of Huscynov’s wishes, “the president 
must return.” 

A delegation of 25 rebels drove 
into the capital to meet with govern- 
ment leaders on Sunday, while out- 
side the city, about 50 rebels stood 
on the main highway to Baku, con- 
trolling cars leaving and entering.

LESS FAT: Nursing mothers who smoke pro- 
duce less milk witli lower fat content, says Dr. 
Judy Hopkinson, research assistant professor at 
Baylor College of Medicine in Mousion, Hopkin- 
son, whose study was carried out at the USDA 
Children’s Nutrition Research Center in Houston, 
found that while all nursing mothers produced 
about the same amount of milk in the first two 
weeks, the smokers produced 43 percent' less at 
four weeks and 46 percent less at six weeks. She 
also found that fat content of smokers’ milk was 
20 percent lower than that of non-smokers. 

“Infants need :j high-fat diet, and about half of 
the calorics in breast milk come from fat,” she 
says. 

THERE’S MORE: Cigarette '.smokers are more 
likely to suffer from serious spinal disk disease 
than non-smokers, according to a doctor specializ- 
ing in.spinal problems. ‘Dr. Howard S. An, djrcc-. 
tor of Rcconstniciive Spine Surgery at tliT Medi- 
cal College of Wisconsin in Milwaukee, compared 
a group of spinal disease patients with an identical 
number of other hospital patients similar in age 
and sex. His researchers compared medical 
records over two ycilrs. matching disk disca.se pa- 
tients against a control group, of other patients .at 
Pennsylvania Hospital. -Among intervertebral disk 
disease patients, 56 percent were smokers, com- 
pared to 37.5 percent of the matching group. 
Among cervical disk disca.se patients, 64.3 percent 
were smokers, compared to 37.5 percent in the 
matching group.

Tips for taking care ofiWestem footwear , 

• ' Wipe off dust. Left in creases of boots, dust can act like sandpaper, 
cutting at the finish with every .step. Wipe your bools every lime you 
lake them off. You don't need a special cloth or brush, just wipe them 
off with whatever is handy, . 

• Wash off loose dirt with saddle soap. leather-oil soap or an oil- 
based commercial leather cleaner. 

• Condition your bools with a cummcrcial preparation to replace oils 
lost since the leather was originally tanned. If you shine your boots reg- 
ularly. condition them every other time. Apply the conditioner just after 
you clean the boots, while they're still damp. 

• Rub on a shoe cream that matches the color of the boot. Mpke sure 
you- apply t)ic cream over scuff marks or scratches. After the cream 
dries, brush or buff the bools to a shine. 

1 • Apply wax in a thin layer. Wax should match the shade of the 
leather. After the wax has dried for a few minutes, brush or buff the 
boots to a high shine. 

• To clean suede leathers, use a wire brush. No conditioners or pol- 
ishes are necessary. 

• Bool trees between wcarings help to maintain boots' shape and ex- 
tend their life.

Q. In the last few months, you’ve 
written two columns in ^hich you 
recommended sending children to 
their rooms for exteul^ periods of 
rimn — the remainder of the day, in 
fact — in addition to putting them to 
bed early. I have two questions: 
First, isn't sending a child to his 
room for several houiB a bit extreme, 
especially if the infraction is rela- 
tively minor? Second, what about 
the fact that other people in your 
field maintflin that pumshing chil- 
dren in these ways causes them to 
develop negative feelings about their 
rooms and beds, both of which they 
should feel positive about? 

A. Il’s perfectly appropriate to 
send a child lo’his or her room for an 
extended period of time when the 
misbehavior in quc.stion is cither 
outrageous in nature (i.c. cursing an 
adult) or. albeit relatively minor, a 
frequent occurrence, 

Take, for example, a 6-ycar-old 
who has a habit of interrupting his 
parents’ conversations. They might 
impose a ten minute timeout for

each of the first two interruptions of 
any given day, then banish him to 
his ropm for the rest of the day (with 
an early bedtime) upon the third. 
The banished child may come out of 
his room to u.sc the bathroom, eat 
meals with the family, attend educa- 
tional programs (school, piano 
lessons, and the like, but not aficr- 
school sports), perform chores, and 
accompany the family away from 
the home. 

The fact is, nothing short jOf a 
powerful response will adequately 
address certain disciplinary issues. 
Confining a child to his room for the 
remainder of the day sends just such 
a forceful message. A child so disci- 
plined -> assuming the discipline is 
consistent — is not apt (o continue 
the misbehavior in question for long, 


Moving the child’s bedtime back an 
hour ser\-cs to increase the strength 
of ihc message just that much more. 

And yes. I’ve heard the rumor that 
children who arc banished to their 
rooms and/or put to bed curly devel- 
op room-phobias and sleep disorders 
and are therefore entitled to. later sue 
their parenw for grievous psycholog- 
ical damages. All I can (ell you is 
(hat in twenty years of working witli 
children arid families, and twenty- 
four years of parenthood. I -liavc yet 
to see or hear any evidence to that 
elTcct. 

We're talking about doing, nothing 
tnorc than restricting a child’s free- 
dom. Nothing awful happens to the 
child while in the room. The ehild's 
parents don’t lock the door, homlnird 
the room will) classical music, or re- 
lease a horde of roaches under the 
door. Assuming the room isn’t a 
high-tech cntcnaimucnt center, noth- 
ing is removed. It’s the same room 
the child spends time in every day. 
What’s the problem? 

Answer; There is none! Restrict- 


ing (he child’s liberty in this fashion 
as.sisLs the child in making on impt)/- 
lanl connection: to wit, freedom and 
responsible behavior go hand-in- 
hand. 

My children, Eric and Amy. arc 
both responsible, hard-working, 
well-adjiLslcd young adults. As chil- 
dren. they both spent occasional 
days in their rooms. In fact, my wife 
and I once confined Eric to his room 
for several weeks (the above excep- 
tions applying, of course). Despite 
these "traumas.r both children con- 
tinued to enjoy their rooms and nev- 
er had any trouble sleeping through 
the night. In fact, during early teen 
years, my wife and I had a devil of a 
time getting them (o come out of 
ihcir rooms. 

Bui that’s another column.

Study urges diabetics to change their lifestyles

After 19 years with a disease that 
' can cause blindness, diabetic Carlos 
Rodriguez, figures himself lucky to 
have perfect sight — and he'd like to 
keep it that way. 

'Tm 22 and 1 still have 20/20 vision, 
whereas most diabetics my age have to 
wear glosses,’’ said Rodriguez, a Uni- 
versity of Miami student from Coral 
Gables, Fla. 

■’Anything I eould do to ensure that 
any vision problems don't develop 
would obviously be a plus, and I'd try 
to do it as much as possible,” he said. 

Earlier this month, Rodriguez and 
the millions of other diabetics in the 
United States got what diabetes spe- 
cialists ore calling thC'Oreswer to this 
concern. An unprecedented nationwide 
study, launched seven years ago by the 
federal government, concluded that in- 
sulin-dependent diabetics con delay 
blindness and kidney problems for 
decades if they work intensively to 
keep their blood-sugar levels as close 
to normal os possible. 

“With intensive treatment, wc 
should never hove significant blindness 
from this disease anymore," said Dr. 
Jay Skylcr, a nationolly known dia-

The strict approach involves the dia- 
betic pricking a finger to check blood- 
sugar levels at least four times a day 
(sometimes even in the middle of the 
night); injecting insulin at least that 
many times or using an automatic in- 
sulin pump; and doing a hemoglobin 
lest called AlC every several weeks to 
measure the prolonged average glucose 
level in Ihc blood.

ANSWER; In days gone by, every- 
one played this sequence as a club 
bust. Nowadays it depends upon 
partnership agreements. Most ex- 
perts pby it as a force: a club suit, a 
four-card major and more than 10 
HCP.

ANSWER: Partner's original pass 
denies opening-bid values, so his 
maximum is about ll HCP.

Another point to 
consider is that the enemy strength 
is sandwiched between ypur hand 
and partner's (your LHO has little), 
so in any close decision the odds tilt 
in favor of bidding game.

When making an opening 
lead from a thrce-card worthless 
holding (partner not having bid the 
suit), these players first lead the 
middle card and later follow with 
the higher one (unless it’s tactically 
wise to fool declarer and partner). 
In theory, this eliminates confusion 
with the lead from a doublcton (e.g., 
from 6-6-2, eight followed by the six 
would look like a lead /rom 8-6 
doublcton). In practice, it may cre- 
ate other problems. MUD is an ac- 
ronym for middlc-up down.

At duplicate, I held 4 K-10-9-7-5. 
▼ 9-3. ♦ 8*5*2, 4 A-9-5. Partner 
opened one club and next hand over- 
called one no-trump; Can you rate 
my possible 'actions with neither 
side vulnerable?

ANSWER: !■ rate two spades lOO; 
pass 60 and double 10. Two spades 
docs not guarantee a good result, 
but the other choices arc clearly 
worse. A new suit bid over the one- 
no-trump ovorcall denies the high- 
card strength to Justify a double.

What b your advice on “top-of-noth- 
Ing* leads?

ANSWER: As in other games, there 
is a time and a place for everything. 
Top-of-nothlng is usually a passive 
lead. It Is best chosen when one has 
no good lead and 'the opponents 
stagger into a game contract, nei- 
ther opponent having made a strong 
move. At those times, it may well be 
best to give nothing away with a 
lead and to force declarer to make 
his own plays. 

Dear Mr. Wolff: 

At duplicate, is it a good idea to try 
Stayman with both four-card ma- 
jors and about six HCP? 

Saa SpDU. Calmt, Tku* ' 
ANSWER: With six HCP. it's a risky 
proposition. If partner has no ma- 
jor, you'll be playing two or three 


no-trump instead of one. Actually 
the weaker your hand — say three 
HCP or less — the better the tactic 
of bidding two clubs. One no-trump 
rates to fail, pnd you might strike 
gold if partner shows a major, 
which you will happily pass..
